{dess and bring greater numbers of women
Into communiontion with each other; and
also that by combination they could ac-
guire more knowledge in a given time than
they could Individually, For instance, one
woman would take & special subject, study
It more or less carefully and thén give to
the others the result of her investigations,
#o that the whole body would get some
|dea of that subject. Each woman would
galn Knowledge In proportion to the
amount of Interest which =she took
In the work. With each taking &
different tople &  great variety of
information was gained at a comparatively
small outlay of time and effort. This may
seem very orude, but many an earnest
woman acquired food for thought which in
time germinated and grew until something
well worth while was born. Every genera-
tion must, like svery individual, go through
fts formative period. The child must be
taught and tralned, must absorb before
It can give out. * * *

“As has been mald, the woman's club
movement has outgrown its youthful state
and Is beginning to put lts knowledge Into
practical use. We do not hear so much
about the Intellectunl development of the
individual, and we do hear a good deal mors
about the definite practical effect of the
whole body. Btudying is not done so alm-
lemsly, but with the definite object of un-
derstanding social and economle conditions.
Instead of confining themselves to the writ-
ing nf papers on all sorts of impossible mul-
Jects women are beginning to wake up to
the real needs of soclety. At present the
individual dlub seeks to help In galning
better laws and more rigid enforcement of
existing ones, to get Kkindergartens and
playgrounds for the children, and better
sanitary conditionis, The writer knows an
old and conservative club which appropri-
ates 3500 toward the salary of a woman
sanitary inepector, In the last few years
many c¢lubs have arganized for the specific
purpose of doing civic and economic work,
paying no attention whatever to literary
work of any kind, At present nearly cvery
town, village and clty has its ‘Improve-
mént soclety.' DEach community has fis
own necds, which [t Is the duty of the In-
dividual elub (o astertaln, and apply Its
efforts In the right direction. The state
foderation seeks to do for the state what
the individual club does for the town."
